Washington, Oct. 2.—Reports to the 
marine hospital service from ail parts 
of the world show the continued spread 
of the plague in most sections. In 
British East India during the week end­ 
ed Aug. 2 last there were 2622 new 
plague cases and 1980 deaths recorded 
in the Bombay presidency, an increase 
of more than 200 deaths over the pre­ 
vious week. There were 136 deaths in 
the city of Bombay that week and many 
others suspected. 
In Egypt the total num ber of bubonic 
plague castes from April 7 to Sept. 2 
was 182 w ith 60 deaths. 
In Queensland the destruction of rats 
continues, but official reports shows 82 
plague cases, including IO deaths from 
Feb. 28 to July 6. 
In China, at the port and town of 
Swatau and neighboring districts, the 
plague is decreasing steadily.

Austin, Oct. 2.—Tho second spocial 
session of the Twenty-seventh legisla­ 
tors came to an end at 7:30 o’clock last 
night very quietly and tamely. 
'I he 
■enate iu the morning promptly refused 
to grant another conference on the gen­ 
eral appropriation bill. Before the house 
went to dinner it receded from its posi­ 
tion of Monday and adopted the report 
of the conference committee. 
Then it 
knocked off until 7:30 in the evening, 
to give the enrolling olerk time to enroll 
the bill. 
Both branches of the legisla­ 
ture met then for the last time the bill 
was signed and adjournment sine die 
taken. 
The total of this appropriation bill is 
$5,752,685. as compared with $4,860,328, 
the total of the bill passed by the Twen­ 
ty-sixth legislature. 
Each legislature, 
however, made special appropriation by 
bills other than the general appropria­ 
tion bill. 
When these are taken into 
consideration the total appropriation ol 
the Twenty-seventh exceeded those of 
of the Twenty-sixth only $298,945. This 
difference is amply accounted for by the 
increase in Confederate pensions, tho 
creation of a new normal school and the 
increased expenses of the general laud 
office occasioned by the opening of land 
to settlement. 
It is not thought that the governor 
will keep the bill more than a week. 
He bas known in a general way for the 
last six months about what the bill 
would be. 
He therefore knows pretty 
well what he will do with the bill. 
The state government ha* been peg­ 
ging along without appropriations since 
Aug. 31, and it Is believed that the gov­ 
ernor will send the appropriation bill to 
the secretary of state early next week. 
so that the boys can get their Septem­ 
ber pay. 
The governor has not yet indicated 
what he intends doing with the general 
investigation resolution. 
He can take 
20 days from adjournment of the legis­ 
lature to act on it. 
Should he approve 
ft it will not become effective until DO 
days after adjournment of the legisla­ 
ture, or in Dec. 
The committee could 
not be appointed till that time.

Austin, Oct. 2.—The second special 
session of the Twenty-seventh legisla­ 
ture came to an end a t 7:30 o’clock last 
night very quietly and tamely. 
ri he 
senate in the morning promptly refused 
to grant another conference on the gen­ 
eral appropriation bill. Before the house 
w ent to dinner it receded from its posi­ 
tion of Monday and adopted the report 
of the conference committee. 
Then it 
knocked off until 7:30 in the evening, 
to give the enrolling clerk time to enroll 
the bill. 
Both branches of the legisla­ 
ture m et then for the last time the bill 
was signed and adjournm ent sine die 
taken. 
The total of this appropriation bill is 
$6,752,685. as compared w ith $4,860,328, 
the total of the bill passed by the Twen­ 
ty-sixth legislature. 
Each legislature, 
however, made special appropriation by 
bills other than the general appropria­ 
tion bill. 
W hen these aro taken into 
consideration the total appropriation of 
the Twenty-seventh exceeded those of 
of the Twenty-sixth only $292,945. This 
difference is amply accounted for by the 
increase in Confederate pensions, the 
creation of a new norm al school and the 
increased expenses of the general land 
office occasioned by the opening of land 
to settlement. 
It is not thought that the governor 
will keep the bill more than a week. 
He ha* known in a general way for the 
last six m onths about w hat the bill 
would be. 
He therefore knows pretty 
well w hat he will do w ith the bill. 
The state government has been peg­ 
ging along w ithout appropriations since 
Aug. 31, and it is believed that the gov­ 
ernor will send the appropriation bill to 
the secretary of state early next week, 
so that the boys can get their Septem­ 
ber pay. 
The governor has not yet indicated 
w hat he intends doing w ith the general 
investigation resolution. 
He can take 
20 days from adjournm ent of the legis­ 
lature to act on it. 
Should he approve 
it it will not become effective until DO 
days after adjournm ent of the legisla­ 
ture, or iu Dec. 
The committee could 
not be appointed till that time. 


W ill C a t A p p ro p ria tio n B ill. 
Austin, Oct. 2.—The governor is very 
likely to sign the general appropriat ion I 
bill at once, but he will veto a number 
of items and the bill will be reduced at

“After a miner l*ad handled dynamite 
for eight or ten years without a serious 
mishap it is a good idea to put him to 
doing something else about the works, 
said a gentleman of this city who has 
had a great deal of experience with high 
explosives. “The chances are a hundred 
to one that his long immunity from ac­ 
cident has given him such a contempt 
for danger that he Is an unconscious 
menace to everybody on the premises. 
lie will do things that not only imperil 
his own lfte, but the lives of all his 
comrades. 
To give you an illustra­ 
tion, once I had an old Cornishman at 
work at a mine In which I was inter­ 
ested and bad Intrusted him with a 
general supervision of all the blasting. I 
lie had been handling dynamite for 
twenty years or more and was Justly 
regarded as an expert. 
During that 
entire period he had never had an acci­ 
dent worth speaking of, and by de­ 
grees the care aud vigilance that were 
responsible for his excellent record had 
worn away until he w*as beginning to 
entertain the delusion, common to old 
hands, that the danger of the stuff was 
very much exaggerated. 
“One day I wag passing through a 
cut where some blasting had been go­ 
ing on aud noticed the old Cornishman 
hammering a drill into what seemed to 
be a boring in the rock. 
I asked him 
w’hat he was doing, and he told me 
coolly there was a cartridge in the bole 
that had failed to explode aud he was 
‘ju st knockin’ out the tnmpin’ to re­ 
p rin t it.’ 
I was horrihcd, for a i 
*ry 
I blow he was liable to explode the dyna 
! mite, and I ordered him sternly to stop 
and never repeat such a performance. 
! The proper method would have been to 
have drilled a new hole near by anti 
exploded the first charge with a second 
blast. 
He obeyed sullenly, grumbling 
to himself, and less than a month after­ 
ward was blown up while doing exact­ 
ly the same thing, 
lie lost his left arm 
at the shoulder, his left eye and part of 
his left ear. 
He also lost his contempt 
for dynamite, and when he finally 
emerged from the hospital I gave ii im 
back hts former Job. 
I never had a 
more scrupulously 
careful employe* 
than he was from that time on. 
It 
seems a brutal thing to say. but there 
Is nothing that does an old dynamite 
hand as much good as to get blow n up 
once or tw ice.”—New Orleans Tlmes-
